Requirements for NSA come from annual ELINT Rqmts List and Comint Ramts List 
provided by ELINT and COMINT Committees of USIB. This was in accordance with 

COMOR July 1960 paper establishing electronic collection qgeaquirements for satellite 
collection. May need updating but COMOR clearly has the charter to establish rqmts 
for overflight collection of electronic signals. 


Dr. Charyk made the point tha only USIB can validate ramts for NRP directly or thru 
a USIB committee, and said inasmuch as NSA was} member of USIB, NSA cld present 

rgmts it felt appropriate through USIB channe1$+-TRO would not respond directly to 
NSA rgmts or tasks. NRO does however want NSA advice and consultation on how best 
to satisfy USIB rqmts placed on NRO, but determination of collection program 
including devices, techniques and schedules is solely that of the NRO. 


Adm. Frost expressed need to have roles of COMOR and USIB Flint & Comint Committees 
clarified and means by which NSA is to deal with NRO. DNRO agreed to take up 
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Initial NSA misunderstanding of ability to distribute sanitized results - but not 
entire mission reports (which must remain TKH) - cleared up with Adm. Frost. 
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Dr. Charyk emphasized several times that he sul | as applying to all= 25X1

DCI McCone will be asked to put necessary paper into USIB to resohve security as 
outlined above. 
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
